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Fear that 
£25m in 
extra cuts 
is on way 

MORE cuts of up to 
£25million are feared by 
Sandwell Council, which 
could see community 
centres close, parking 
charges increased and street 
lights turned off. 

In addition to cuts of £75 
million up to 2015, deputy 
leader and finance chief 
Councillor Steve Eling has 
revealed the authority is 
expecting the Government’s 
Autumn Statement to 
confirm they need to save 
even more by 2017. 

And if the authority’s 
forecasts are correct, they 
would be forced into more 
drastic cost-cutting to save 
the most crucial services. 

Councillor Eling said: “If 
it turns out to be what we’re 
thinking it will be, we’re 
talking about the closure of 
whole services. 

“The £75 million was on 
the basis of the Govern¬ 
ment’s own figures but is 
now looking like there’s 
going to be another two 
years on top of that, taking 
us up to £100m by 2017. 

“It’s the point where grass 
in parks stops being cut, 
community centres are shut 
and your street lights go off. 

“We would need to have a 
serious look at how we can 
save things - see what can be 
paid for as opposed to what 
can be provided for free.” 

The projected cuts would 
have a massive impact, trade 
union Unite said. 

Cyclist hurt 
in collision 

A YOUNG cyclist was flung 
into the air in a collision 
with a taxi in West 
Bromwich. 

The cyclist, believed to be 
in his 20s, was airlifted to 
hospital with life-threaten¬ 
ing injuries. It happened at 
about 8.30am on Tuesday in 
New Swan Lane. 

Passer-by Barry Jasper, 
56, of Addison Place, 
Bilston, said: “Two drivers 
pulled up to help. It looked 
serious. I hope he gets 
through it.” 

The injured man was 
taken to Birmingham’s 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital.

FAMILIES are coming to 
terms with severe damage 
to their cars and homes 
after the devastating blaze 
that wrecked an Oldbury 
alcohol factory 

An investigation is under way into 
how the ferocious fire at Alcohols Ltd 
was started - and how it became so 
widespread within minutes. 

Residents were forced to flee their homes 


by Naomi Dunning 


as flames ripped through the distillery. 

They spoke of their devastation as they 
returned yesterday to find the intensity of 
the heat from the factory fire had left their 
cars wrecked, smashed their double-glazed 
windows and melted their front doors. 

Stephen Rushton, whose home in Hall 
Street, was among the worst affected by the 
blaze, said: “It is devastating to see it like 
this. I was so shocked. I just did not know 
what to expect.” 

Flames ignited at the factory, on the 


corner of Hall Street and Cross wells Road in 
Langley, when chemicals were being trans¬ 
ferred from large tanks into smaller plastic 
containers. 

Evacuees 

Around 200 homes were evacuated when 
flames started to take hold at the factory on 
Monday and families were sent to an emer¬ 
gency centre set up at Moat Farm Junior 
School. 

Headteacher Chris Evans said: “It was a 
bit of a shock when it all happened. We were 
looking at a plume of smoke one minute and 
the next minute we were being asked if we 


were happy to look after evacuees. Of course 
we said yes. We were just keen to make sure 
the people who were traumatised were okay 
had food to eat. The whole community 
pulled together. 

“We would not hesitate to allow the school 
to be used again in another emergency.” 

A worker suffered burns in the drama and 
was today being treated at Birmingham’s 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital. 

Bosses at the company, which moved into 
the building in 1970, today said they were 
doing all they could to support the worker 
and his family.

Shocking 
report on 
schools 
by Ofsted 

CHILDREN in Sandwell 
and the Black Country are 
among the least likely in the 
country to receive a good 
primary school education, 
according to Ofsted. 

The watchdog has pub¬ 
lished a list showing how 
likely it is pupils will receive 
a good or outstanding educa¬ 
tion in each local authority 
area nationally - and every 
council in the region is in the 
bottom fifth. 

Wolverhampton fares the 
worst with just 53 per cent of 
pupils attending good or out¬ 
standing primary schools, 
according to the report. 

In Sandwell the figure is 
57 per cent, in Walsall it is 59 
per cent and in Dudley it is 
60 per cent. 

For secondary school edu¬ 
cation, the worst authority 
in the region is Sandwell 
with 56 per cent - putting it 
in the bottom fifth nation¬ 
wide. This was followed by 
Walsall with 61 per cent and 
Staffordshire with 66 per 
cent. 

The percentage of pupils 
attending good or outstand¬ 
ing secondary schools in 
Dudley was 67 per cent and 
in Wolverhampton 70 per 
cent. 

Chief inspector Sir 
Michael Wilshaw said: “The 
inequities for children are 
stark. This is completely 
unacceptable. We need to 
find out what is happening. 

“We will also work with 
local areas to help them link 
up with best practice.” 

Body found

A BODY was discovered in 
the boating lake at Dart¬ 
mouth Park in West 
Bromwich yesterday. 

It was discovered by a 
member of the public at 
about 9am. Police cordoned 
off the scene.

Families tell of terror as inferno spread 


FAMILIES caught up in the ferocious 
alcohol plant blaze in Oldbury, have 
spoken of how the drama unfolded. 

As the fire took hold residents 
banged on their neighbours’ doors 
alerting them, shouted through letter¬ 
boxes and even helped each other 
clamber over fences to get to safety. 

Kerrie Hawkins, 28, of Crosswells 
Road, who is four months pregnant, 
said: “I realised something was wrong 


when my whole flat shook. I looked 
out the window and all I could see was 
thick black smoke and bright orange 
flames. 

“I didn’t even have time to get 
changed. I grabbed my son and we 
left.” 

Among the evacuees was Tividale 
Councillor Jayne Wilkinson who was 
at home when the fire started. The 
heat from the fire was so hot she could 


feel it indoors. She said: “I was panick¬ 
ing. I made sure all my neighbours got 
out of their homes. It’s been very 
stressful.” 

Kathleen Taylor, who lives with her 
31-year-old son Arran in Crosswells 
Road, was unable to return home from 
a shopping trip because of the fire. 

The 61-year-old said: “It was horri¬ 
ble. There were a couple of big explo¬ 
sions. It has been chaos for us.”

Trail of devastation 
left by horrific fire 
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THE devastation left by the 
inferno that ripped through 
an alcohol factory in 
Oldbury became clear as 
residents who had to flee 
their homes returned to 
assess the damage. 

The houses worst affected by the 
blaze are opposite the Alcohols Ltd 
factory in Hall Street, Langley. 

Cars which had been parked on 
driveways melted in the intense 
heat of the blaze, along with wheelie 
bins and flower pots. 

Windows were cracked, or blown 
out, and their frames melted, and 
front doors scorched by the heat. 

Engineers from Trident Housing 
Association have been at the scene 
to assess the damage. 

Stephen Rushton’s house was the 
worst affected by the blaze. The 26- 
year-old warehouse worker said: “It 
is devastating. It seems as though it 
is the exterior that has had the most 
damage. Inside it is not too bad, just 
quite a lot of glass.” 

He added: “My brother is dis¬ 
abled and has a specially-adapted 
room, and so we will have to make 
sure that is sorted before he can 
move back. We have just come back 
to collect a few things and assess the 
damage. We just don’t really know 
what to do.” 
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Val Blakemore, aged 61, returned 
to her house in Hall Street to find 
the back window of her car, which 
had been on her driveway, blown 
out and the bumper melted. 

Some of the windows in her house 
were also blown out by the force of 
the blaze and her front door was 
scorched. 

Mrs Blakemore, who will stay 
with her daughter while the damage 
is repaired, said: “I was terrified 
about what I would find. Luckily it is 
not as bad as I thought. 

“Inside is not too bad, just glass to 
clean up, and I couldn’t smell any 
smoke. It just seems to be the 
outside, and my poor car.” 

But speaking of the moment that 
the nearby factory went up in 
flames, she added: “I was so terri¬ 
fied, I never want to experience any¬ 
thing like that again.”

Jayne Wilkinson, aged 44, 
returned to her home to find the 
back of her red Chevrolet car 
melted, and the windows in her 
house cracked. 

Supermarket worker Mrs Wilkin¬ 
son, who is a Tividale ward council¬ 
lor, has decided to stay in her home 
with her husband Anthony and 
teenage daughter. She said: “I feel 
much better being here. They have 
taped up my windows, and I have 
been told it is structurally safe.” 


Adam Wallis, managing director 
of Alcohols Ltd, said: “We are 
indebted to the emergency services 
for getting the fire under control. 

“Our thoughts are with the resi¬ 
dents who have been displaced and 
we are focused on working with the 
emergency services and council to 
ensure that the site is safe, power 
can be restored and people can 
return to their houses. 

“We have one employee who was 
injured. We are doing all we can to 


support him and his family.” 

Fire investigators are trying to 
establish how the fire started. 

Station commander Malcolm 
Fellows said: “The fire started when 
workers started to transfer chemi¬ 
cals to plastic containers. This is 
something they would be doing 
daily, so we have to establish what 
caused the problem this time.”

Traffic 
concerns 
over plan 
for homes 

PLANS to transform a 
former school site in Cradley 
by creating an £18million 
retirement village have been 
criticised by residents who 
fear it would cause traffic 
problems and overshadow 
nearby houses. 

More than 60 people at 
Providence Methodist 
Church, Cradley, went head- 
to-head with representa¬ 
tives from developer 
Midland Heart last week. 

They told the firm they 
had major concerns over the 
plans for the scheme on the 
former Cradley High School 
site. 

The firm, which has two 
other sites in the borough, 
has lodged plans for the new 
development with Dudley 
Council. 

The development would 
include 130 apartments and 
employ more than 40 staff. 
There would be communal 
areas and a separate devel¬ 
opment of 11 homes. 

But residents said they did 
not believe it was the right 
site, and would cause more 
traffic and pollution. 

Harry Bloomer, of 
Walmley Close, said: “This 
will be sitting on top of a hill 
and will be seen for miles 
around.”

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Crimes 
of hate 
on the 
increase 

THE number of hate crime 
convictions in the West Mid¬ 
lands has risen for a third 
year in a row, new figures 
have revealed. 

In 2011-12, the region’s 
Crown Prosecution Service 
prosecuted 1,414 hate crime 
cases compared with 1,417 
cases the previous year. 

Racial and religious inci¬ 
dents accounted for 1,265 of 
the 1,414 cases, there were 
98 homophobic and trans¬ 
phobic cases and a further 
51 disability hate crimes. 

The area also saw an inc¬ 
rease in the convictions for 
crimes against older people 
to 84 per cent, an increase of 
one per cent. Last year, the 
CPS prosecuted 369 cases, 
up from 317 the year before 
- an increase of 16 per cent. 

But a rise in the convic¬ 
tion rate meant despite the 
overall number of prosecu¬ 
tions falling, convictions 
were up. 

Colin Molloy, from the 
CPS, said: “The number of 
hate crime cases being pros¬ 
ecuted has fallen slightly 
which is encouraging as this 
could signal that fewer 
crimes of this nature are 
now being committed with 
perpetrators perhaps aware 
of the increased penalties. 
Disappointingly, crimes ag¬ 
ainst older people have inc¬ 
reased, but so has the con¬ 
viction rate. I believe this is 
down to more people repor¬ 
ting such crimes to police.” 

Fire service 
changes are 
on the way 

RESIDENTS have been 
warned of “significant 
changes” to the way in which 
West Midlands Fire Service 
operates, amid looming 
budget cuts. Bosses are 
asking people for feedback. 

The consultation into 
their Community Safety 
Strategy for the next three 
years will run to January 4. 

Councillor John Edwards, 
chairman of the Fire and 
Rescue Authority, said: 
“We’re keen to hear from as 
many people as possible. 

“We’re dealing with 
unprecedented central gov¬ 
ernment funding cuts. As a 
result, we’re having to make 
significant changes to how 
we deliver our services.”

Drive for machines to keep 
streets clear of dog mess 



QUAD-BIKE style machines to 
tackle dog mess could soon be a 
regular sight in parks and streets 
in Sandwell. 

The council is considering spending 
£70,000 on two new Faeces Intake Disposal 
Operation vehicles, or FIDOs for short. 

The buggies can be used off-road and 
suck up dog mess as they go along. The pro¬ 
posal, one of a number being considered by 
the council, comes after an increase in the 
number of complaints about dog mess in 
Sandwell, according to councillors. 

“Every forum I go to, the biggest issue 
that comes up is dog mess,” said Councillor 
Olwen Jones, who is calling for the vehi¬ 
cles. 

“It’s really bad, particularly in Friar 
Park and Wednesbury north. Sandwell’s 
streets are cleaned on a five-week rota. If a 
dog does its mess on the day after the 
streets are cleaned - it’s five weeks before 
it is cleaned away. That’s not good 
enough.” 

FIDOs have a collection unit which 
removes dog faeces from grass or hard sur¬ 
faces without causing damage. 

Removed 

Once collected, it is mixed with disinfec¬ 
tant and water, and turned into slurry for 
disposal. A disinfectant can also be sprayed 
once the faeces have been removed. 

Different versions of the machines have 
been introduced in Derby, Nottingham and 
Islington. 

“This would give us a more hygienic 
option than using road sweepers,” added 
Councillor Jones. 

Some 36 people were fined for not clear¬ 
ing up after their pets between April and 
June last year, compared with just four in 
the same period in 2010. The plans are due 
to be considered at a meeting in January.

Enforcement action against care home 


ENFORCEMENT action has been 
taken against a care home which 
had multiple failings according to a 
damning report. 

Health watchdog the Care Quality 
Commission (CQC) said Little 
Ashmill Residential Care Home in 
Stanhope Way, Great Barr, failed to 
inform authorities of an allegation 
of abuse, and its staff hadn’t been 
properly trained. 

Last year, the home’s former 


manager was found to have stolen 
£700 from a disabled resident. 

It will now have to tell the CQC 
what action it will take to meet stan¬ 
dards, or risk a fine, its service being 
suspended, or legal action. 

The CQC report said: “We found 
records that identified one person 
had raised concerns on numerous 
occasions highlighting that they had 
been abused and/or neglected. We 
saw that these concerns had been 


investigated internally by the 
service but they had failed to inform 
Walsall local authority as the lead 
safeguarding authority, or our¬ 
selves, as they should have.” 

During the routine and unan¬ 
nounced inspection, the CQC found 
that one person was not allowed to 
look at their care support plan, and 
another with diabetes was having 
their blood sugar level tested “infre¬ 
quently”. 


The report added: “Staff did not 
have the knowledge and skills, nor 
were they adequately supported, to 
ensure that people received the 
support they needed. 

“Although the staff members had 
all worked in the home for over a 
year, there was no record that they 
had received induction training.” 

The home provides care for up to 
six people with physical and learn¬ 
ing disabilities. 


Man died in flat fire 
caused by cigarette 


A MAN died after suffering severe burns when 
a fire broke out at his flat in West Bromwich, 
an inquest heard. 

Michael Alfred Golding, aged 64, was found unconscious 
at the property in All Saints Way by firefighters on March 
4. Smethwick Coroner’s Court heard last week how a neigh¬ 
bour tried to break down the door to reach Mr Golding but 
was beaten back by the thick smoke. 

The block of flats was 
evacuated while crews with 
breathing apparatus fought 
the fire and Mr Golding was 
taken to hospital. 

He died on March 26 from 
multiple organ failure 
caused by his injuries, the 
inquest heard. 

Black Country coroner 
Robin Balmain read out a 
report by fire investigation 
officer James Holder. 

It said the firefighters 
found Mr Golding lying 
unconscious. Some of his 
clothing had caught fire. 

The blaze had started in 
the kitchen. A large number 
of empty beer cans had been 
found in the property. 

Mr Balmain said firefight¬ 
ers believed the fire to have 
been sparked by a cigarette. 

Smoking 

He recorded a verdict of 
accidental death. 

The coroner said: “It is 
thought this fire was caused 
by the careless use of 
smoking materials.” 

“It would seem he had 
been drinking heavily in the 
kitchen when a small fire 
started, which developed. 

“It seems he was over¬ 
come by smoke which was 
exacerbated by the alcohol 
and he was unable to extri¬ 
cate himself. This fire was 
started accidentally.” 

Mr Balmain said he had 
not ordered a toxicology 
report as Mr Golding did not 
died of his injuries until 
some time later. 

“I do not think this would 
have told me anything in 
this case,” he said. 


Concerns 
delay a 
takeaway 
decision 

A DECISION on whether a 
retail unit in West 
Bromwich could be turned 
into a pizza takeaway has 
been delayed by councillors 
who are concerned about the 
move. 

Hardip Kaur, of Martin’s 
Drive, Tipton, has applied to 
turn Budget Box in Jowetts 
Lane into a hot food take¬ 
away and pizza shop. 

But councillors have 
voiced concerns over the 
potential for noise, anti¬ 
social behaviour and 
parking problems in the 
area if the plan goes ahead.

Hateley Heath councillors 
Paul Moore, Pat Davies and 
Paul Sanders had called for a 
site visit before the commit¬ 
tee meeting.

The council’s planning 
committee approved the 
plans for the warehouse on 
Downing Street at a 
meeting last week, but 
wanted it to be ratified by 
full council because it is 
such a big scheme. 

Plans were submitted 
earlier this year but a 
revised proposal, including 
parking and an overflow car 
park at Bridge Street North 
were sent to Sandwell 
Council. 

At Downing Street there 
would be 40 parking spaces, 
while at Bridge Street 
North it is planned to create 
an overspill car park for 74 
cars and spaces for two 
minibuses and two coaches. 

The centre would have 
the capacity for up to 500 
people and would hold wed¬ 
dings and birthdays, as well 
as recreation and commu¬ 
nity meetings. 

But the plans say the 
events would be more likely 
to cater for about 360 
people. 

The full council is due to 
discuss and ratify the plans 
next month. 

Man jailed 
for faked 
passport 

A MAN who used a fake 
Indian passport and 
national insurance card to 
get a job when his visa ran 
out has been jailed. 

Jagtar Singh came to the 
UK legally in August 2003. 
When he applied for it to be 
renewed in February 2004 
he was refused, but he didn’t 
leave the country, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court 
heard. 

Howard Searle, prosecut¬ 
ing, said when Singh went 
for a job at the Diamond Box 
Company in Shaw Street, 
West Bromwich, he pro¬ 
duced fake documents and 
got the job until September 
2012 and earned £23,000. 

Singh, aged 54, of no fixed 
address, admitted two 
counts of possessing a fake 
passport with forged docu¬ 
ments. He was sentenced to 
eight months in prison.

Number of emergency c-sections rises 


MORE than 10,000 emergency caesarean 
sections were carried out in the West Mid¬ 
lands in a year, according to new figures. 

The numbers were up by more than 1,000 
compared to the previous year although 
health chiefs say that is due in part to the 
increase in births in the region. 

In the Black Country and South Stafford¬ 
shire the highest number of emergency c- 
sections took place at Dudley’s Russells Hall 
Hospital, with 774 recorded during 2011- 
2012. There were 716 recorded at the trust 
which runs Walsall Manor Hospital, 650 at 
Wolverhampton’s New Cross Hospital and 


188 at Stafford Hospital. At City Hospital on 
the border of Sandwell and Birmingham, 
717 births were recorded. 

Across the West Midlands, including 
Shropshire, 10,537 emergency caesarean 
sections were recorded in 2011/2012 com¬ 
pared to 9,562 the previous year. 

More than 7,466 women opted to have 
caesarean sections in the region last year, 
including 576 in Dudley. There were 500 in 
Walsall, 406 in Wolverhampton and 103 in 
Stafford, and 563 at City Hospital. 

The figures have been released as part of 
the Local Supervising Authority Midwifery 


Officer’s annual report. Spokeswoman 
Barbara Kuypers said: “For the West Mid¬ 
lands the picture is complex and it is not the 
case that caesarean birth rates are increas¬ 
ing consistently across the region. 

Outcomes 

“Some of our trusts have generally seen a 
rise in the number of births and, conse¬ 
quently, an increase in the number of cae¬ 
sarean deliveries, while others have 
increased their normal birth outcomes 
despite an increase in activity.” 


A number of midwife-lead units have 
opened across the region in recent years 
including one last month at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton’s New Cross Hospital. 

They are for mothers deemed low risk and 
it is thought if more women choose to use 
the centres it will help bring the c-section 
rates down. 

Ms Kuypers added: “In the West Midlands 
there has been a rise in the number of births 
in midwifery led units. We would expect to 
see a continued increase in the number of 
births at these facilities, and an associated 
reduction in caesarean rates.” 


Struggling school plans 
to become an academy 


A STRUGGLING school in West 
Bromwich has announced plans 
to become an academy. 

The Phoenix Collegiate, which was 
branded “inadequate” by Ofsted inspectors 
and given a notice to improve in March, 
wants to become an academy to get extra 
freedom and funding. 

Governors are actively looking for a 
sponsor in order to begin the conversion 
process. 

The move means that out of 18 secondary 
schools in Sandwell, 12 are expected to be 
academies by April 2013. 

Gary Hill, headteacher of the Clarke’s 
Lane school said: “It is no secret that our 
governors are looking at the possibility of 
converting to an academy. They have been 
considering a number of potential spon¬ 
sors.” 

He added: “The potential benefits of 
becoming an academy include being directly 
funded, having greater freedom to acquire 
services, and to plan our own curriculum.” 

Mr Hill said he expected governors to 
identify a sponsor within a term, allowing 
the process to begin. 

Nervously 

But staff at the school and council bosses 
have expressed reservations, saying that 
becoming an academy does not automati¬ 
cally equate to success. 

One teacher, who wished to remain 
anonymous, said: “The staff and parents 
are nervously awaiting the outcome.” 

Sandwell schools boss councillor Bob 
Badham said: “Becoming an academy does 
not mean overnight success. It needs good 
leaders, good teachers and a good learning 
environment.” 

He added: “The more academies that crop 
up, the more this pot of Government money 
is diminishing.” 

There has been a £lbn overspend in the 
Government’s academies programme 
nationally.

A MYSTERY memorial has been erected in memory of 13 
people killed during First World War bombings in Wednes- 
bury in 1916. 

The stone tribute has been placed in Wood Green Ceme¬ 
tery where the victims of the Great Zeppelin Raid are 
buried. But members of Wednesbury War Memorial Group 
say they are not sure who is behind it. 

“We were overwhelmed when we saw it,” said the group’s 
researcher Fred Barnfield. “We do not know who has done 
it but we applaud whoever it is.” 

Wednesbury was not the target of the German airships. 
They had intended to bomb Liverpool but Kapitanleutnant 
Max Dietrich got the calculations wrong. 

Bombs landed in the King Street area, near a factory.

A HAVE-A-GO hero chased a robber who 
grabbed a woman’s handbag in a temple, a 
court heard. 

A judge praised the actions of Anthony Simpson who went 
to the aid of Ranjit Kaur after her bag containing £3,000 was 
snatched. 


CCTV footage was shown 
at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court of Gurnam Dulai 
watching his victim in HSBC 
in West Bromwich High 
Street as she withdraw the 
cash to buy a car. 

He was then seen follow¬ 
ing her into the Guru Nanak 
temple in Edward Street, 
and into an area where visi¬ 
tors take off their shoes. 

As her back was turned - 
and when she had no shoes 
on - Dulai took the bag and 
ran. The victim followed, 
chasing him outside and 
grabbing back her bag. 

The thief punched her and 
knocked her to the ground 
before running off. 

Mrs Kaur continued to 
chase him, and Mr Simpson 
intervened. 

Mr Howard Searle, prose¬ 
cuting, said Dulai offered to 
give Mr Simpson half the 
cash if he let him go, but he

refused and took the bag and 
money, returning them to 
Mrs Kaur. Dulai escaped, 
but blood found on Mr 
Simpson’s jacket was linked 
to him and he was arrested 
in October. Dulai, 44, admit¬ 
ted robbery and was sen¬ 
tenced to a 30-month jail 
term. 

In mitigation, Miss Kate 
Thomas said her client, of no 
fixed address, had admitted 
the offence, which took place 
on September 21, and had 
become troubled five years 
ago when his four-year-old 
son died of cancer. 

She said he became 
hooked on heroin and crack 
cocaine, and the money was 
needed to feed his £100-a- 
day habit. 

Mr Simpson was awarded 
£250 by the court.

DNA move 

on people 
spitting at 
bus drivers 


BUS drivers in the region have been given 
special DNA kits to help police track anyone 
who spits at them or fellow passengers. 

The mini “spit kits” include swabs, gloves and hermeti¬ 
cally sealed bags and allow staff to take saliva samples and 
protect them from contamination before being sent for 


forensic analysis. 

The move comes after 
figures revealed that 88 
cases of spitting have been 
reported on buses in the 
West Midlands so far this 
year. 

National Express West 
Midlands’ 3,500 drivers 
have been supplied with the 
packages following a suc¬ 
cessful trial in Birmingham. 

During the trial a number 
of people were traced 
through their DNA. 

Offence 

They included one 24- 
year-old man who was jailed 
for 12 weeks after spitting at 
a bus driver in Yardley, 
Birmingham. 

The scheme has been 
introduced through the 
Safer Travel Partnership. 

The partnership is made 
up of West Midlands and 
British Transport Police, 
the transport authority 



Centro and National 
Express. 

Pc Sarah Hipkins said: 
“Spitting is a disgusting, 
despicable offence and we 
will push for common 
assault charges against 
offenders.” 

When a bus driver takes a 
sample of someone’s spit it 
is stored in a fridge before 
being sent away to be 
analysed. 

Arrests will then take 
place if DNA results match 
up to suspects already 
known to police. If an arrest 
cannot be made, the DNA 
record is kept on file. 

Peter Coates, managing 
director of National Express 
West Midlands said: “We’ve 
invested in these DNA kits 
to help police track down the 
few mindless individuals 
who are guilty of this dis¬ 
gusting behaviour.”

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too jailed for helping 
to grow cannabis plants 


TWO men who helped grow 
hundreds of cannabis plants 
in houses in Wolverhampton 
and Sandwell were jailed. 

Le Phong and Ngoc Tran were given 
prison terms after being caught culti¬ 
vating the plants in Warley and Oxley. 

In two separate crown court cases in 
Wolverhampton last week, Phong, 
aged 40, and 23-year-old Tran, both of 
no fixed address, admitted charges of 
producing cannabis relating to inci¬ 
dents in October and September 
respectively this year. 


Raj Punia, prosecuting, said police 
were alerted to a house in Jarvis Cres¬ 
cent, Warley, by a neighbour. They 
found 400 plants in four rooms and the 
next day they caught Phong when he 
drove to the house to attend to them. 

When questioned he said he had only 
been in the country for a few months, 
having entered illegally from Russia, 
and had been given the job in Birming¬ 
ham. In mitigation, Nicole Steers said 
Phong had had a very limited role. 

In Tran’s case, Miss Punia told the 
court police raided Beech Road in 
Oxley where they found 441 cannabis 


plants. They caught Tran inside and he 
told them he had been employed to look 
after the plants. 

Miss Punia said the street value of 
the plants if they had been harvested 
three times a year, would be £358,595. 

For Tran, it was said he had come to 
the UK illegally and worked to pay 
people who had brought him here. He 
tried to leave, but was badly beaten and 
made to stay. 

A deportation notice was issued on 
both men to be served after their sen¬ 
tences. Phong was given 12 months in 
jail and Tran two years.

Nuisance off-road bikes 
are targeted in crackdown 


OFF-ROAD bikes have 
been targeted as part of a 
campaign to clamp down 
on anti-social behaviour in 
Sandwell. 

Police carried out a crackdown on 
the bikes which are being ridden ille¬ 
gally at a Tipton open space as part 
of the Safer 6 campaign. 

A 20-year-old man will appear at 
court for driving offences, and police 
also sent letters to the homes of 15 


people for using off road bikes at 
Weddell Wynd, warning that they 
could face prosecution if they con¬ 
tinue to ride illegally. 

Safer 6 officers arrested four 
people during last week, including 
two for a burglary at a house in 
Coneygree Road, Tipton, where the 
car keys and car had been stolen. 

The council’s wardens had two 
abandoned vehicles removed - one a

Stranded driver in hunt 
for flood rescue 'anger 


A DISABLED pensioner is 
searching for an “angel” 
called Ben who rescued her 
from her car when it was 
engulfed by a torrent of water 
after heavy rainfall. 

Mariann Smith, aged 70, has 
described how the embankment, yards 
from the River Stour, suddenly 
“exploded”, sending water cascading 
onto Hawne Lane, Halesowen, at the 
junction with Corngreaves Road, 
Cradley Heath. 

She believes 
she would have 
died had it not 
been for the 
actions of a 
motorist called 
Ben, who talked 
to her to keep her 
calm until her son 
arrived and the 
two men man¬ 
aged to open the 
door, against the 
force of the water, to free her. Mrs 
Smith, a widow who suffers with 
arthritis and walks with sticks, said: 
“He’s an angel.” 

She was on her way to babysit four of 
her grandchildren in Cradley Heath at 
about 7am last Wednesday when the 
drama happened during heavy rain. 

Mrs Smith, of Woodridge Road, 
Halesowen, said: “I turned the corner 
and the embankment exploded with 
tons and tons of water that cascaded on 
to me and the car was full of water up 
to my chest.” 

She added: “I want to thank Ben so 
very much, without him I think I would 
have died.” 

The flood was caused by a sewer 
blockage, it emerged afterwards. 

Neighbours of the flooding hotspot 
are calling for action by councils to 
keep drains clear after Mrs Smith’s car

and another one cars were swamped 
when water cascaded on to the road. 

Fire crews and Dudley Council said 
the water came from blocked drains in 
Hawne Lane but Sandwell Council said 
it originated in a Severn Trent Water 
sewer. 

Residents in Clancey Way said the 
spot floods at least once a year and want 
both Sandwell and Dudley Councils to 
take action. 

Clean 

Helen Rooney, aged 32, said: “It’s 
flooded roughly once a year since I 
moved here four years ago.” 

Another resident, who asked not to be 
named, said: “I’ve complained to both 
Dudley and Sandwell Councils about the 
drains - they should clean them more 
often.” Dudley Councillor Judy Foster 


said: “This flood appears to have been 
caused by blocked drains and a blocked 
sewer so we have contacted Sandwell 
Council and Severn Trent.” 

Sandwell Councillor Ian Jones said it 
had now been established that a Severn 
Trent sewer was the source. 

A teenage girl suffered serious head 
injuries when she was hit by a falling 
tree in High Street, Wollaston, near 
Stourbridge, at about 3.50pm on 
Thursday, while a second girl suffered 
a shoulder injury. 

Both were treated at the scene 
before being taken to Dudley’s Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital. 

Neighbours in Paradise, Dudley, had 
a lucky escape when a tree crashed 
down into an empty house. It smashed 
into the roof and crushed fences.

IF theres one thing prospective Jaguar 
buyers have been missing, it’s an estate car. 

A traditional load-lugger has been conspicuously 
absent from the firm’s range, and an omission its 
rivals have capitalised upon for many years. 

Given the recent change of ownership from Ford to Tata 
and the slew of new or revised products that have come from 
both Jaguar and Land Rover in recent years - both brands 


are under the same roof - 
you could excuse the firm for 
being a little busy. 

The patience of those 
prospective buyers has 
finally been rewarded, as 
early 2012 saw Jaguar 
unveil the firm’s long 
awaited XF estate car - the 
Sportbrake. 

For a company which 
apparently has had minimal 
experience making estate 
cars, the end product is 
thoughtfully constructed 
and styled. 

Looks-wise, the XF 
wagon’s profile is elegant yet 
functional, while there’s 
never any impression that 
the load-lugging bit is 
merely window dressing. 

On paper the XF Sport- 
brake promises to be versa¬ 
tile and practical. 

Boasting a near-flat-fold 
rear seat mechanism includ¬ 
ing through-load flap and 
60-40 fold split, total volume 
is a competitive 1,675 litres. 

Headroom 

Factor in some extra space 
below the boot floor, a frac¬ 
tion more rear headroom, 
plus a host of options to 
make life easy. 

These include dividers, 
boot liners, roof racks and 
boxes, tow bar, cycle racks, 
powered tailgate. 

It is clear that Jaguar is 
keen to tempt buyers away 
from established cars from 
Mercedes, BMW and Audi. 

With everything save the 
rear doors new from the B- 
pillar back to the unclut¬ 
tered tailgate, the XF 
Sportbrake is a bold state¬ 
ment of intent from Jaguar. 

This is especially so con¬ 
sidering that the car will be 
targeted at only the Euro¬ 
pean market for the foresee¬ 
able future. 

Unlike the saloon and 
SUV-centric American and 
Asian markets, European 
buyers have a soft spot for 
estates. 

And they also like diesel 
engines, which is why this 
XF is diesel-only. 

For the cost - and tax-con¬ 
scious buyers, there’s a 2.2- 
litre four-cylinder unit in 
163 and 200 horsepower 
trim. 

In addition there is 
Jaguar’s 3.0-litre V6 unit 
offered in 240 and 275 horse¬ 
power trim. 

Predictably the smaller 
engine will appeal to 
company car drivers and the 
latter to private buyers, and 



there’s a noticeable uplift in 
driver appeal if you go for 
the V6. 

Smooth, refined and 
plenty quick enough in the 
real world, it’s an engine 
that suits the car’s laidback 
approach to performance. 
Of course, the bean counters 
will prefer the 2.2-litre unit. 

Although it uses the same 
eight-speed auto gearbox as 
the V6, this is a car that 
doesn’t like to be rushed and 
is more at home being driven 
at a relaxed pace. 

That said, both cars gain 
self-levelling rear suspen¬ 
sion to ensure a safe and 
level attitude regardless of 
what’s in the back and how 
enthusiastic you are at the 
wheel. 

The optional Adaptive 
Dynamics system boasts 
computer-controlled 
dampers to further reduce 
pitch and roll when on the 
move - something the keen 
drivers will no doubt 
welcome. 

With all this focus on the 
XF’s rear, it’s easy to forget 
designer Ian Callum’s 2012 
revisions - lights, grille, 
bumpers - that do much to 
ensure that the car main¬ 
tains its stylistic edge over 
its more fussy and distinctly 
rivals.

And although decidedly 
minimalist by current stan¬ 
dards, the few subtle 
changes made to the cabin’s 
switchgear and trim options 
have also added a welcome 
new layer of sophistication. 

A popular car in saloon 
guise since its introduction, 
this Sportbrake variant is 
proof that Jaguar’s design 
and engineering talent isn’t 
restricted to saloons and 
sports cars. 

This car’s thoughtful and 
fuss-free exterior is matched 
by a practical interior, plus a 
range of useful and stylish 
accessories.

SO, Albion have finally grabbed 
some national attention. 

Their ability to deal with increasing fame 
could now shape the rest of this remarkable 
season, writes Steve Madeley. 

The vibes are encouraging. It is difficult to 
imagine that a more humble, grounded 
squad has ever occupied a top-three spot so 
far into a Premier League season. 

Yet still Steve Clarke will know many of 
his players moved deeper into uncharted 
territory with victory at Sunderland. 

How they handle the glare of the spotlight 
and the mounting expectation of their sup¬ 
porters will determine to a huge degree 
whether they can turn their stunning four 
months into a truly memorable season. 

The latest Baggies performance brought 
another fine away win, a couple more 
notable records, a thoroughly-deserved 
third place and some long-overdue acclaim. 

Challenge 

Suddenly Clarke’s side are being noticed 
by a nation that largely overlooked the 
club’s steady ascent of the rankings and 
their construction of a squad of genuine top¬ 
flight quality in recent times. 

And that belated acclaim will alter the 
rules for players and coaches who finally, 
after a fabulous 4-2 win on Wearside took 
them to 26 points, were forced to acknowl¬ 
edge that a challenge for Europe is now 
more than simply a flight of fancy. 

Clarke spoke for the first time of “re¬ 
assessing” Albion’s targets if their stellar 
form continues while Shane Long, the most 
humble of goalscoring heroes, admitted that 
“everybody dreams” when pushed on the 
issue of European football. 

As battle cries go they were hardly atten¬ 
tion-grabbing, yet they were the first signs 
that the hopes which are building among 
supporters have begun to permeate the 
walls of The Hawthorns dressing room. 

It is no wonder, given days like Saturday, 


when 685 Baggies fans left home for a 
lunchtime fixture in the north-east and 
were richly rewarded with a wonderful 
match - and an even better outcome. 

Against the Black Cats, Clarke’s men had 
the patience, creativity and goalscoring 
potency to claim a triumph that their intel¬ 
ligent, controlled performance merited. 

The win owed something to luck, with a 
howler from home keeper Simon Mignolet 
and a successful but disappointing piece of 
‘simulation’ from Albion’s Liam Ridgewell 
bringing them crucial goals at important 
moments. 

Yet only the most one-eyed home sup¬ 
porter could dispute Clarke’s verdict that 
anything short of victory would have been a 
travesty. It was hard, too, to argue with his 
view that his side had, at times, been a “joy 
to watch”. There were spells when they 
moved the ball with a crispness the Black 


Cats could only dream of. Albion were 
rewarded after 30 minutes as Zoltan Gera 
produced a moment of brilliance, bending a 
powerful left-footed screamer into the top 
corner after Peter Odemwingie had created 
the opportunity. 

They had a two-goal margin just before 
half-time when Mignolet spilled Chris 
Brunt’s over-hit flick at the feet of Long, 
handing the Irishman his seventh and sim¬ 
plest goal of the season. 

Albion continued to play the more cohe¬ 
sive football but were pegged back with 16 
minutes to go when Craig Gardner’s free- 
kick struck fellow substitute Marc-Antoine 
Fortune and looped over a helpless Boaz 
My hill. 

But seven minutes later Ridgewell burst 
into the box and tumbled, anticipating 
contact from Adam Johnson that never 
came. It was an unseemly act by a steady 


performer, but Romelu Lukaku showed no 
mercy with an emphatic penalty. 

By the time Stephane Sessegnon pulled 
another goal back in a goalmouth scramble 
there were just three minutes plus stoppage 
time for the Baggies to negotiate, and they 
gave their fans more to cheer when Lukaku 
broke and fed Fortune, who completed the 
scoring with the final kick of the match. 

It gave the Baggies their best 13-game 
record since 1953/54, when the likes of Ray 
Barlow and Ronnie Allen took them to 
second place and FA Cup success 
And it meant four straight wins in the top 
flight for the first time since 1980, when 
Derek Statham, Bryan Robson and Cyrille 
Regis were in their pomp. 

Suddenly, a nation wants to know if the 
class of 2012 can make history of their own. 
That question will add a delicious ingredient 
to a tasty few weeks to come.

“I didn’t know Boaz was 
criticised and I’m not sure 
what they criticised him 
about.

Then it was the turn of 
prop Chris Handley to score 
from a similar move, Biddle¬ 
combe again tagging on the 
conversion. It was left to 
Handley to have the last 
word, scoring his second try 
of the game with Biddle¬ 
combe again converting. 
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
